UNAFFORDABLE 

First-time buyers in area priced out of housing market

Epsom and Ewell is one of 
only five areas in England 
which is “completely unaf¬ 
fordable” for those trying to 
get a foot on to the housing 
ladder, according to a re¬ 
port by a leading housing 
charity. 

In an analysis on the 
housing market published 
this summer, housing and 
homelessness charity Shel¬ 
ter ranked the borough as 
unaffordable for couples 
with children or single peo¬ 
ple on average wages - 


alongside such exclusive 
London neighbourhoods 
Kensington and Chelsea, 
Camden and Islington. 

The report calculated that 
in Epsom and Ewell, the av¬ 
erage single person work¬ 
ing full-time has an annual 
income of £27,349, meaning 
that, with no deposit, they 
could afford a mortgage of 
£113,399. 

An average couple with 
children, with one partner 
working full-time and the 
other part-time, were calcu¬ 
lated as having a combined 
annual income of £38,987 
and, with no deposit, could 
afford to borrow £161,654 
for a first home. 


Shelter found that on one 
day in April there were no 
properties they could have 
afforded in the borough. 

A spokesman for Epsom 
Council said it is trying to 
boost the supply of afford¬ 
able housing by requiring 
that 40 per cent of new de¬ 
velopments of more than 10 
homes are affordable - a 
target the spokesman said 
it generally meets. 

As a result, over the past 
six years, an average of 82 
new affordable homes a 
year have been built, with 
another 360 planned for the 
next three years. 

Epsom Residents’ Associ¬ 
ation Councillor Clive 


Woodbridge said the bor¬ 
ough has a “dilemma” - ris¬ 
ing housing demand and a 
lack of development sites. 

He said: “We do need to 
build more homes, but that 
leads us to make a difficult 
choice. Epsom and Ewell is 
already very densely popu¬ 
lated and is also the bor¬ 
ough with the most green 
space (in Surrey).” 

Epsom Labour Councillor 
Sheila Carlson said Epsom 
is heading towards a “big 
housing crisis” and coun¬ 
cillors are left frustrated by 
developers who refuse to 
provide the quota of afford¬ 
able housing required 
by the council for new 


developments because they 
argue it would make their 
developments “financially 
unviable” - an argument al¬ 
lowed under amended plan¬ 
ning law the Government 
introduced last year. 

Simon Caird, owner of 
Cairds Estate Agents, in 
Epsom, said Shelter’s re¬ 
port presented an “unfair” 
picture of Epsom’s housing 
market as it is generally a 
destination for “second and 
third time movers” and 
first-time buyers tend to be 
higher-earning profession¬ 
als who have more than 
£500,000 to spend.

Poppies 


Symbolic poppies have been 
placed at Epsom Downs Race¬ 
course to recognise the impor¬ 
tant role the venue played 
during World Warl. 

Epsom Council, the Royal 
British Legion and Epsom 
Downs Racecourse placed the 
large poppies next to a statue 
of racehorse Generous by the 
parade ring in the Queen’s 
Stand and another within the 
stand itself, pictured below. 

The racecourse played a 
significant role locally during 
World War I. In addition to 
being a military encampment, 
the two grandstands were 
also used as hospitals. 

On January 22,1915, an in¬ 
spection by Lord Kitchener 
was held in blizzard conditions 
on Epsom Downs and more 
than 20,000 troops were 
drawn-up for inspection. 

A plaque by the statue of 
Generous at the racecourse 
commemorates this event and 
is where one of the poppies 
has been positioned. 

The other poppy is within 
the Queen’s Stand. 

The poppies will stay in 
place until Remembrance Day 
on November 11. 

Simon Durrant, general 
manager at the race¬ 
course, said: “We feel 
it is very important 
to commemorate 
World War I and

Candles for remembrance

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Nursery left kids at risk’

A nursery has failed an Ofst- 
ed inspection because it has 
not been properly vetting 
staff, which left young chil¬ 
dren at risk. 

The Beeches Montessori 
Nursery School in Osier 
Way, Banstead, was rated as 
“inadequate” in an inspec¬ 
tion report published last 
month. 

Ofsted found that the nurs¬ 
ery had failed to carry out 
Disclosure and Barring Ser¬ 
vice (DBS) checks - the re¬ 
placement for Criminal 
Records Bureau (CRB) and 
Independent Safeguarding 
Authority (ISA) checks. 

In the report, Inspector 


Jacqueline Carolan conclud¬ 
ed: “The provider does not 
have secure knowledge and 
understanding of the safe¬ 
guarding and welfare 
requirements. 

“Vetting procedures are not 
robust to determine the suit¬ 
ability of all staff. Conse¬ 
quently, children are not 
safeguarded.” 

Ms Carolan said checks had 
not been obtained for some 
staff working with the chil¬ 
dren. She said: “This puts 
children’s welfare at signifi¬ 
cant risk.” 

But she said staff under¬ 
stood child protection mat¬ 
ters and welfare procedures, 
adding: “This helps to protect 
children from harm.” 

The nursery currently has 
50 children aged two, three 
and four years. 


But in a statement the nurs¬ 
ery hit back saying: “The re¬ 
port gives the impression 
that the nursery employed 
two new members of staff 
with no knowledge of their 
background, when in fact 
both are teachers with many 
years of teaching experience 
being vetted many times - 
one of whom undertook their 
teacher training with us. 

“Both teachers had a dis¬ 
closure in place, but they 
were outdated. It was an un¬ 
fortunate administrative 
oversight which was cor¬ 
rected immediately. 

“We have the full support of 
our parents and will continue 
to provide an excellent edu¬ 
cation, guidance, care and 
quality experiences for the 
children in our care. 

“We are looking forward to 


next inspection within the 
next few months, but we do 
hope it will sooner. We fully 
understand that Ofsted has a 
job to do.” 

During her visit in June, 
the inspector found most 
children were happily en¬ 
gaged in activities, but some 
children were overlooked and 
not encouraged to get 
involved. 

Not all staff had access to 
supervision and professional 
development and children 
were not always helped to be¬ 
come more independent. 

But the report, published 
on July 16, said: “Children 
are happy and settled. 

“They generally develop 
sound relationships with 
staff who are nurturing and 
sensitive to their care 
needs.”

Matt Sedgwick, of Epsom, 
told this newspaper he was 
driving his partner and two 
sons in his burgundy Vaux- 
hall Zafira to the LA Fitness 
centre in Ruxley Lane, to go 
swimming, when the moped 
hit his stationary car. 

The 31-year-old said: “The 



moped driver smashed 
through the back wind¬ 
screen of my car and 
then fell onto the 
floor, which is 
where he was when 
the ambulance 
came to the scene. 

“We were all cov¬ 
ered in glass. 

“We don’t know how 
fast the moped was 
going.” 

He said a lady driving a 
black car in the opposite 


direction stopped 
to help at the 
scene as he un¬ 
derstood she 
had medical 
training. An¬ 
other 

woman, who 
was travelling 
in a car behind 
the moped, also 
stopped to comfort 
the moped driver. 

Mr Sedgwick said he and 
his family spent four hours in 


hospital following the acci¬ 
dent and that he had slight 
whiplash. He said his eldest 
son was dizzy and left feeling 
sick after the crash and that 
his other son had a cut on his 
foot. 

A South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokesman 
said the moped driver, a 19- 
year-old man, was taken to St 
George's Hospital, in Tooting, 
as a priority by road, for in¬ 
juries to his knee.

Mr Caird said those who 
cannot afford Epsom and 
Ewell’s prices rent in the 
borough, paying an aver¬ 
age of £800 a month, or 
buy their first place in 
more affordable areas like 
Chessington. 

He added: “Epsom isn’t 
a low-cost housing area 
where people come and 
buy their first home in 
droves - never has been 
and never will be. The 


report is a bit out of sync 
with the market here.” 

An Epsom homeowner, 
in his 30s, who bought his 
first house in the borough 
four years ago, said soar¬ 
ing house prices mean 
they could not afford to 
buy their home today. 

He said: “We both have 
to work to pay the mort¬ 
gage, and have very little 
left over at the end of each 
month. Though our house 
value has supposedly in¬ 
creased by 25 per cent, our 


wages haven’t increased 
at all. If we had to buy our 
house today, it would cost 
an extra £150 per month.” 

Epsom’s MP, Chris 
Grayling said: “We do 
need mixed housing pro¬ 
vision and must make 
sound use of the develop¬ 
ment sites we have got, 
but not through develop¬ 
ment of the greenbelt. 

“The borough is dense¬ 
ly populated and we’re 
limited in how many 
homes the area can take.”

Best A&E departments 


Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals’ accident and emergency 
departments were the best in 
London at seeing and treating 
the most urgent patients with¬ 
in four hours last month. 

NHS standards state that 95 
per cent of people who attend 
A&E should be cared for with¬ 


in a maximum of four hours - 
the emergency access target. 

Figures released by NHS 
England show that during 
July, Epsom and St Helier’s 
A&E departments achieved 
this target for 97.21 per cent of 
the time when dealing with 
the most critical cases. 


Trial of anti-psychotic 
drag patch offers hope

The world’s first anti-psy¬ 
chotic patch for people with 
disorders such as schizophre¬ 
nia is being trialled by a men¬ 
tal health trust. 

Surrey and Borders Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation 
Trust’s research and devel¬ 
opment team is working 
with Richmond Pharmacolo¬ 
gy, a clinical research organ¬ 
isation, to investigate the 
use of a patch that releases 
the medication asenapine 
through the skin into the 
bloodstream. 

This is an non-invasive, 
method of treatment and an 
alternative to taking tablets 
or receiving injections. 

Asenapine is licensed to 
manage the symptoms of 
schizophrenia and bipolar 
disorder in the US and in the 
UK for treatment of bipolar 
disorder, but this is the first 
time it has been adminis¬ 
tered using a patch on the 
skin. 

Evidence suggests the grad¬ 
ual absorption of the drug 
over a longer period of time 


can reduce side-effects 
associated with taking it. 

The trial should be com¬ 
pleted by December. So far 
the trust has had nine partic¬ 
ipants and is looking to re¬ 
cruit 15 more. This will then 
lead to trials that will be con¬ 


ducted globally over a longer 
period of time. 

The trust said feedback 
from participants has so far 
been very promising. 

One participant said: “The 
trial has been excellent. The 
patch is better because I have 


a problem with remembering 
to take my tablets. 

“I have also experienced 
fewer side-effects. With 
tablets when you take them 
you get those side-effects 
straight away.” 

Ramin Nilforooshan, con¬ 
sultant psychiatrist and med¬ 
ical lead for research and 
development at the trust, 
said: “As an NHS trust we are 
delighted to be a part of such 
a high profile trial that could 
improve the way we provide 
treatment to not only the peo¬ 
ple who use our services, but 
people diagnosed with 
schizophrenia nationally and 
internationally.” 

The trust is the leading 
provider of specialist mental 
health and learning disabili¬ 
ty services and drug and al¬ 
cohol services for people of 
all ages in Surrey. 

It also provides social care 
services for people with a 
learning disability in 
Croydon. 

The trial is being conducted 
in Richmond Pharmacolo¬ 
gy’s clinical research unit lo¬ 
cated within Croydon 
University Hospital.

‘No protection over 
domestic violence’

A woman who claims she was as¬ 
saulted by her husband last 
month has warned police failures 
to protect abuse victims will end 
up costing women’s lives. 

The woman, who lives in Epsom 
and is in her 30s, contacted the 
Epsom Guardian after the inci¬ 
dent with her husband, from 
whom she has been separated for 
several years and with whom she 
has children. 

She visited his home, in another 
part of Epsom, at his request, on 
July 22, to discuss him providing 
greater financial support for their 
children. In contrast to the rea¬ 
sonable behaviour he had shown 
in text messages, the woman said 
he refused to let her in the house 
and an argument ensued. 

She said her husband, whose fa¬ 
ther was in the living room of the 
house, went up to his bedroom, 
followed by his wife. 

The woman admitted shouting 
at him, but said he punched her 
when she accused him of showing 
a lack of caring towards one of 
their children. 

She said: “I said to him ‘If you 
can’t support them financially, be 
emotionally in their lives then’. I 


did shout. I told him to be more of 
a presence in the children’s lives. 
Then he punched me.” 

The woman said she ran out of 
the house to her sister, who was 
waiting outside and who was 
alarmed to see her injuries. 

This newspaper has seen a pic¬ 
ture of the woman’s injuries - 
which included a swollen and 
bruised black eye - as well as 
blurred vision and a slight con¬ 
cussion, but, for legal reasons, 
cannot publish it or name her or 
that of her husband. 

She called the police, who ar¬ 
rested him, interviewed them 
both and took photographs of her 
injuries. 

But she was told that evening 
the police would not be pressing 
charges as there was insufficient 
evidence and no witnesses to the 
incident - an assertion she found 
outrageous because most inci¬ 
dents of domestic violence, by 
their nature, occur behind closed 
doors without others present. 

She said: “So with every domes¬ 
tic abuse incident that happens 
the victim has to lead the hus¬ 
band outside in full public view so 
there are witnesses? 

“So many women die each year 
through domestic violence. It’s 
the police’s fault we have no pro¬ 
tection. We have got nobody.” 

A police spokesman confirmed 
they arrested a man on suspicion 


of actual bodily harm, but he was 
later released without charge 
owing to a lack of evidence, no in¬ 
dependent witnesses and conflict¬ 
ing accounts by those involved. 

He said: “Surrey Police is satis¬ 
fied that all lines of enquiry were 
correctly pursued and that dur¬ 
ing the course of the investigation 
the matter was appropriately 
overseen.” 

Following the force’s campaign 
to raise awareness and encourage 
reporting of domestic violence at 
the start of the summer, there has 
been a 25 per cent rise in the num¬ 
ber of reported incidents com¬ 
pared to the same period last year, 
and 33 per cent more charges. 

It also has domestic violence 
protection notices and orders 
available, which ban anyone sus¬ 
pected of committing a domestic 
violence offence from returning 
to their victim’s home address 
and for having contact with the 
victim for 48 hours, which can be 
extended by 28 days by police ap¬ 
plication to the court. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
added: “All allegations of domes¬ 
tic abuse are taken extremely se¬ 
riously, this incident being no 
different. Victims are always en¬ 
couraged to report incidents by 
calling 101. Incidents can be re¬ 
ported online at surrey.police, 
uk. Alternatively, call Crimestop- 
pers on 0800 555111.”

Designers draw up 
vision for a new HQ

An international design and en¬ 
gineering company wants to re¬ 
place its headquarters, currently 
in a 1960s office block, with a 
“state-of-the-art” building. 

Atkins is planning an environ¬ 
mentally friendly building, with 
about 1,000 desks, towards the 
centre of its Woodcote Grove site 
in Ashley Road, Epsom. 

The planning application for 
the multi-million pound redevel¬ 
opment will be submitted in 
September and construction 
could start in Spring 2015 with 
workers moving in early 2017. 

Projects involving Atkins in¬ 
clude a peaceful nuclear project 
in UAE and offshore wind farms 
as well as the “legacy use” of the 
Olympic Park and Crossrail in 
London. 

Back at its headquarters, the 
company said the building 
design combines “daylight, natu¬ 
ral ventilation, efficiency and 
flexibility”. 

The three and four-storey 
building will have up to 440 car 
parking spaces, 100 bicycle 
spaces and 20 motorcycle spaces. 

Woodcote Grove falls within 
the Chalk Lane conservation 


area and is home to two listed 
buildings and a listed wall. 

A company spokesman said: 
“The opportunity to relocate the 
office building towards the cen¬ 
tre of the site means that the 
views of many of these historical 
assets, particularly the Grade II* 
listed mansion, can be greatly 
enhanced.” 

Project director Steve Tasker 
said: “Epsom has had a signifi¬ 
cant role in our 75-year history 
and we see it as being even more 
important in our future. 

“The existing office block has 
served us well for more than 50 


years but as anyone who is famil¬ 
iar with it knows, it no longer 
provides the sort of working en¬ 
vironment we want for our peo¬ 
ple or the facilities and flexibility 
we need to operate as a success¬ 
ful business. 

“We believe the plans we are 
developing would provide some¬ 
where that people want to work, 
meet our long term business 
needs and improve the historical 
features on the site.”

An 80-year-old charity for the dis¬ 
abled may move out of Leather- 
head if plans to redevelop its site 
with new facilities and housing 
are refused by councillors. 

The Queen Elizabeth Founda¬ 
tion for Disabled People (QEF) is 
applying for planning permission 
to modernise its site in Leather- 
head Court, Woodlands Road, 
Leatherhead. 

The charity, that provides em¬ 
ployability training for the dis¬ 
abled, independent living 
accommodation, education and 
rehabilitation, plans to create a 
modern campus with learning, 
sport and leisure facilities and ac¬ 
commodation for 48 trainees. 

It will also include the construc¬ 
tion of 76 homes in order to help 
fund the redevelopment. 

The charity’s chief executive, 


Jonathan Powell, hinted that 
QEF’s time in Leatherhead may be 
up if the application was refused 
by Mole Valley Council’s planning 
committee on Wednesday night. 

The council’s officers have rec¬ 
ommended refusal. 

Mr Powell said: “The most posi¬ 
tive outcome after 80 years in 
Leatherhead will be we are able to 
modernise our outdated facilities, 
which are no longer appropriate 
for disabled people. We have had 
to vacate some accommodation 
blocks, as they’re not fit for 
human habitation. 

“With the redevelopment, we 
can continue and improve what 
we do. About 40 per cent of the 
people who are referred to us with 
disabilities and are unemployed 
obtain employment because of 
our training. 

“To be able to redevelop we need 
to realise the value of the land we 
would release and hope to do that 
in a way that is acceptable to the 
local authority. 

“If the application is refused, we 


will have to consider our future 
because all of our work over the 
past five years has been focused 
on our ability to redevelop and 
modernise.” 

The first phase of the £22m de¬ 
velopment would include an ini¬ 
tial accommodation block and 
industrial training space, costing 
about £7.8m, and would be funded 
from cash reserves. 

Further development would be 
funded by the sale of land for pri¬ 
vate housing development. 

Council officers said the 75 
homes would be “inappropriate 
development”, harmful to the 
greenbelt and said the charity had 
not demonstrated the “very spe¬ 
cial circumstances” required to 
develop in the greenbelt. 

Officers also said the site would 
be unsustainable for housing. 

Mr Powell said: “This is land 
that is actually developed. It is 
technically greenbelt land, but it 
already has buildings on it and 
our plans significantly enhance 
the character of the greenbelt.” 


Step-free access at train station 


Ewell East station now has 
step-free access at both of 
its platforms. 

Thanks to a £398,000 
scheme, funded by the De¬ 
partment for Transport, 
the station now has ramps, 
as well as stairs, leading to 
each platform. 

Train company South¬ 
ern, that runs the station, 
has also introduced an 
adjustable height ticket of¬ 
fice window and automat¬ 
ic doors to the ticket office. 

The changes were offi¬ 
cially opened for use by 
Geoff Jelly, a Disability 
Alliance Network Mid- 
Surrey representative. 

Earlier this month, 
Ewell resident David Ed¬ 
wards contacted the 



Epsom Guardian saying 
he did not understand why 
there was a delay in the 
ramps being opened due to 
health and safety reasons. 

Kirsty Monk, Southern’s 


accessibility manager, 
said: “Passengers using 
the station have waited 
for them for a long time 
and they will make a 
difference.”

boosted by donations

A community has raised £11,000 
for a young girl who suffered 
from a rare genetic disease, had a 
bone marrow transplant and 
spent 10 months in isolation. 

Olivia Hollywood-MacNamara, 
nine, from Stoneleigh Broadway, 
had chronic granulomatous dis¬ 
ease (CGD), which affects the im¬ 
mune system, diagnosed just 
after Christmas 2012. 

The condition, that affects 
about four to six people in every 
million in the UK, meant she had 
to spend 10 months in isolation. 

Following a bone marrow 
transplant last October, Olivia 
has now been cured of the dis¬ 
ease, and came out of isolation in 
June. She is now looking forward 
to going back to Meadow Prima¬ 
ry School in September. 

A fundraising night and raffle, 
plus individual donations, have 


helped to raise money to take her 
on trips and outings when she is 
feeling stronger. 

Olivia’s mother Wendy, 37, said 
she got the green light and came 
out of isolation just before the 
fundraising night, organised by a 
family-run business located 
below their home, called Classic 
Home Care Services. 

Mrs Hollywood-MacNamara 
said: “There were all these people 
there for her. I don’t think she 
knew what to do with herself. We 
couldn’t believe the generosity. 
It’s unbelievable what people 
have done.” 

She also thanked Clive Hagley 
and his son, Max, who raised 
£2,400 by trekking to Everest base 
camp in April. 

The family plans to spend the 
money on a holiday and a pass, 
that will give them free entry to 
theme parks, aquariums and 
other attractions. 

She said: “At the weekends, for 
a long time, we have been at 
home. We didn’t go anywhere, 
and we didn’t do anything. 


“Because Olivia had been in¬ 
side for so long, she struggled 
when she was allowed to go out 
because she was not used to the 
noise and people. She was a bit 
frightened, to be honest.” 

Olivia was the first person to 
have CGD diagnosed at Epsom 
Hospital. 

Mrs Hollywood-MacNamara 
said: “It was such a shock. We 
never expected it at the time.” 

Jenny Redwood, director of 
Classic Home Care Services, said: 
“My friend Clive was climbing to 
base camp in April and we dis¬ 
cussed with the family using 
Clive’s climb as a way of 
fundraising for Olivia to have 
days out with her family when 
she was feeling stronger. 

“We felt it was important to give 
something back to a local child. 

“We held a fundraising night in 
La Familia restaurant in Ewell. 

“This is where most of the 
money was raised, through raf¬ 
fles and an auction. Most of the 
businesses in Stoneleigh and 
Ewell gave items for the raffle.”

I refer to the excellent article (Ill- 
advised, July 17). 

I only found out about this mat¬ 
ter when I read a letter a few 
weeks ago in the Epsom 
Guardian from another con¬ 
cerned patient (John Geleit, in 
the edition of July 3). 

As you can imagine, I was 
somewhat shocked when I read 
that the present surgery building 
could be closed down on the 
grounds that it is too small and 
not fit for purpose. 

Both my family and myself 
have been most happy with the 
treatment and care we have re¬ 
ceived at the surgery since mov¬ 
ing here more than two years ago 
and would be devastated if we 
had to be moved to another doc¬ 
tor’s list. 

In order to discover the real 
facts of the matter, I personally 


talked with our MP (Chris 
Grayling) and my doctor at the 
surgery, Dr Andrew Sharpe. 

It seems that the local NHS 
Surrey and Sussex area team, 
which is responsible for paying 
the rent on whatever premises 
the surgery occupies (and not the 
GPs of the surgery themselves), 
has dragged its feet on the busi¬ 
ness case for moving to the much 
more suitable location in the 
Parade. 

This case has been under con¬ 
sideration for two years already, 
a delay which is in itself quite 
scandalous, and the developers 
of the proposed new site are nat¬ 
urally getting restless, as your 
article pointed out. 

At the conclusion of my meet¬ 
ing with Mr Grayling, he offered 
to approach the NHS team once 
more to get a decision one way or 


the other. 

I anxiously await develop¬ 
ments, along with all the other 
patients of the surgery. However, 
I agree with Mr Geleit that Mr 
Grayling should be pulling out 
all the stops to remove outright 
the threat of closure to the prac¬ 
tice and I am not convinced he is 
doing so. 

If the site is sold on or rented 
out to another business or as res¬ 
idential accommodation, then 
the days of the current surgery 
are numbered, as at some point 
the Care and Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) will conduct an in¬ 
spection and may restrict the 
services the surgery offers, 
which then causes the practice to 
collapse financially and close. 

The Department of Health has 
recently announced yet more 
powers for the CQC, with the 


future ability to put general 
practice into “special measures”. 

If any of these situations were 
to happen to the Ashley Centre 
surgery, it would undoubtedly 
bring about its closure within a 
short space of time. 

The purported objective of the 
Department of Health is to con¬ 
centrate more effort and re¬ 
source on primary care (ie, GP 
surgeries) in order to relieve the 
pressure on hard-pressed hospi¬ 
tals and sensibly to focus on the 
prevention rather than the cure 
of illness. It seems madness to 
allow a very effective and much¬ 
loved practice such as the Ashley 
Centre surgery to go to the wall 
just because of bureaucratic 
bumbling and indecision.

Prison officers are no longer happy 


My husband just took a financial 
package from HMP Glen Parva. 

He worked there for over 23 
years and was offered voluntary 
early departure (VED), which 
means he got many thousands of 
pounds payment and also his 
pension (reduced until he is 60). 

My husband loved his job of 
prison officer, he went on many 
training courses, which were all 
paid for by HMP, all the training 
made him a better officer and a 
better manager. He ended his ca¬ 
reer as a senior officer. He never 
thought he would leave. 


However, during the last three 
years of his service, which ended 
on January 31, he saw a big de¬ 
cline in morale, change after 
change after change to staffing 
and shift patterns. He felt the job 
was no longer safe and staff were 
at a minimum, and still redun¬ 
dancies were being made. 

He knows many prison officers, 
but he does not know one who is 
now happy in their job, all of 
them would leave if they could, 
many are suffering stress and 
depression. 

They do not have enough time 


to spend with prisoners, there 
are many many incidents that go 
unreported. 

Then, to makes matters worse, 
he got a letter last week asking 
him to apply to be a “reserve 
prison officer” less than six 
months after his retirement. 

Almost all of the officers who 
took VEDs have been asked to 
apply to work back in the prison 
service on new contracts at a 
much lower salary. Of course he 
is not considering it.

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Young buyers 
feel squeeze 

Fall in number of buyers aged 18 to 30 


First time buyers are being 
squeezed further out of the 
market, with house sales by 
this group down five 
percentage points, a twenty 
per cent decrease in the last 
month alone, according to the 
National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA). 

The NAEA's June Housing 
Market Report shows the 
number of first time buyers 
dropped to 20 per cent, down 
from 25 per cent in May 2014 (a 
five per cent decrease), the 
lowest level recorded since May 
2013. The first time buyer 
struggle is reflected in the age 
of this month's house buyers, 
as those aged 18 to 30 
represented just three per cent 
of all house sales in June, the 
lowest percentage of young 
house buyers recorded by the 
NAEA to-date. 

Nearly 80 per cent of NAEA 
member agents believe the 
recent announcement by the 
Bank of England governor, 

Mark Carney, on the cap on 
high-risk mortgages, which will 
see only 15 per cent of new 
mortgages at 4.5 times a 
borrower's income, will affect 
the number of first-time 
buyers and home owners 


looking to move. 

Mark Hayward, managing 
director of the NAEA, said: 
"Things are getting even 
tougher for first time buyers. 
Not only do you now need to 
stump up ridiculously large 
sums of money in terms of 
deposits and stamp duty to be 
able to get on the ladder, but 
new rules mean buyers will 
also have to prove they can 
easily afford repayments now 
and in the future. Alongside 
this, a scaling back of the 
governments Help to Buy 
scheme and the 
implementation of the MMR in 
April will also have a 
significantly negative impact 
on the first time buyer market." 

There is some good news in 
this month's NAEA housing 
report, as June saw an increase 
in the average number of 
properties available per NAEA 
member branch. Available 
properties increased to an 
average of 46 compared to 44 
in May 2014. The number of 
properties available per 
member branch is still 
historically low, and has not 
reached above 50 per month 
since November 2013, and 
above 60 since May 2013.
